the treasury, was made public today. 
The report includes some Important 
recommendations especially in regard 
to reforms in the banking- and cur- 
rency fewa, to tv&iclfc subjects un- 
usual attention Is given. 
Gage «ays, "is devised for fair weather

and apart,

units, with no tie of mutuality be- 
tween th«m. There is on obligation of 
duty from the strong to the weak or ex 
posed, nor any method of legal asso- 
ciation for common protection or de- 
fense in periods of adv«rsity and de 
pression." 


The report then discusses the con- 


ditions and referring to the pfropo 
sition to establish a large cenrtal bank 
with multiplied branches, it says: 


"Can not the advantages of such a 


system be gained in an entirely differ- 
ent form? We justly boast fo our po 
litical system, which gives liberty and 
independence to the township and a 
limited sovereignty to the state, while 
4t confers upon the federal govern 
ment ample powers for a common pro- 
t«ction and the general welfare. Can 
not the principle of federation be ap- 
plied under which the banks as indiv- 
idual units, preserving their indepen 
dene6 of action in local relationship, 
may yet be united in a gr*a/t central 
institution? Formed by some certain 
pef pentagiej ,of capital contrfbuited 
by the banks themselves, and its man- 
agement created through

frage of all, it would represent the in- 
terests of the whole country. With Hm 
ited powers of .control over is mem 
bersliip in the interest of common 
safety, confined jn its dealings to the 
banks and to the government it could 
become the worthy object of A per- 
fect public confidence.

This would, Secre- 
tary Gage thinks, lead to an impor- 
tant increase in the captial of the na- 
tionl banks.

Fox hunt- 
ing is considered by many one of the 
grandest of sports, and members of 
fox hunting clubs in other parts of the 
state are proud if they can shoot mcfre 
than a single fox in a whole year. 
Those among them who care to outdo 
their fellows should plan to spend a 
week in Berkshire, as no doubt many 
of them will when they hear the Mac- 
edonian call from Pittsfleld to cpme 
over and help rid the land of the fox. 


In this vicinity foxes are very nu- 


merous and fox hunters could maKo 
good 
records. They are especially 


abundant on Florida mountain, where 
one local man says thej are as thick 
as flies In summer. But they are not 
confined to any single locality in north- 
ern Berkshire and one Blackintcn man 
traps between 20 and 30 right on ori 
near his own place every year. 


Th« foxes found in this section are 


large and handsome and the skins 
bring such a good price that fox hunt- 
ing ought to prove a very profitable 
business. Yet few local men indulge hi 
it either for profit or pleasure. 


So there is an excellent field for fox 


hunters in Berkshire, and there will 
probably be less need of a bounty when 
the news is spread through the rest or 
the sts.te. In fact there is no need now 
of a bounty to make fox hunting here 
profitable.

Insular cases d'oes not call for any 
change in the existing tariff arrange- 
ments in the Philippines and that it is 
not even deemed necessary to Issue In- 
structions to the civil governor of the 
islands on the subject as a consequence 
of the decision. Secretary Root has had 
several conferences with other officials 
In regard to the enactment of legislation" 
necessary to meet existing conditions, 
but he says that as he has not yet re- 
ceived an official copy of tbe court's de- 
cision he is not able even to ind'cate 
what steps should be taken. 


The secretary of the treasury has is-

President Caused Loss 


Washington, Dec. 4.—'The Pan-Amer- 


ican deficit is a part of the great trag- 
edy," said Representative Alexander of 
Buffalo yesterday in answer to an in- 
quiry regarding the report that the ex- 
poMt;on managers were to present a 
claim to congress on account of the 
losses sustained by reason of tbe presi- 
dent's assassination. Mr. Alexander, 
who has been the legislative spokesman 
of the Pan-American, denies the ac- 
curacy of the report in just the form 
in which it has be?n circulated, and 
then went on to give his own view of the 
case. According to it, the losses of the 
fair will reach nearly .$1,200,000, not 
counting the $1,600,000 subscribed in 
stock, which he says no one expected 
to get back. All accounts agree that 
September and October would have 
been months of large return but for the 
assassination: that instead business 
stopi/ed entirely for several days; and it 
was not until Sept. 28 that a good-sized 
crowd appeared on the grounds.

says that congress will be shown the 
facts, and it will remain with it to de- 
cide> whether to go to the relief of a 
stricken city and a stricken fair, made 
so entirely by the graat tragedy through 
which the country has'passed. 
The argument against an appropriation 
is that the fair was a private and not 
a national enterprise and that if the gov- 
ernment went into the business of com- 
pensation of persons for losses due to 
the president's assassination, it would 
in effect take the place of those foreign 
insurance companies which issue pol- 
icies to tradesmen and investors on the 
life of the sovereign, in order to protect 
them against financial losses which his 
death might occasion.

OCEAN STEAMSHIPS. 


MOW THEY ARE MADE READY TO 


MEET MISHAPS AT SEA. 


The Life Savin* Ontflti That Ar* 


Carried by tbe Atlantic L.ner*. 
Paraphernalia Required by Law. 
Those Who Die at Sea. 
Going down to the sea in ships is gen- 


erally regarded a» risky business. Even 
persons who would taki their lives in 
their own bands are squeamish about put- 
ting them into other persons' hands. This 
equeamishness doesn't keep many of 
them ashore, but it makes most men, and 
probaoly all women, wish they knew how 
many lifeboats' stood between them and 
• watery grave. 


AVhen the manager of one'of the lines 


of ocean steamers was asked what prepa- 
ration his company makes for saving pas- 
sengers in case of accident, he said: 


"In the first place, we don't expect to 


have an accident." 


"But i' you do?" 
"Then we have lifeboats, life preyerv- 


ers, life rafts, lifelines and all the para- 
phernalia required by law. Our steam- 
ers sail between New York and an Eng- 
lish port and are therefore subject to the 
regulations of the British board of trade 
as well as to the American rules. In or- 
der to clear a vessel carrying passengers 
from a-British pert we must be inspected 
or surveyed by the British surveyors be- 
fore we can get a certificate. This has to 
be done before every departure from their 
ports. That means we are surveyed by 
their inspectors every few weeks. When 
that takes placeVall our fire apparatus is 
examined, and we have to go through a 
part of the h'-at drill. A certain number 
of the lifeboats are swung overboard to 
show that tho davits are in working order, 
and one of them is lowered to the water. 


"We used to have drills at sea, but 


that meant that tbe whole ship's company 
must appear on deck. The firemen came 
up in their undershirts or without them, 
as the case might be. The stewards, the 
cooks, the butcher, and the baker, and 
the scullion—everybody turned out. It 
wasn't what you might call a dress pa- 
rade, and we gave it up. Drills are had in 
port now. We have lifeboats with a car- 
rying capacity of 1,500, although we rare- 
ly have more than 1,300 or 1,400 souls 
aboard. 
When we have carried over 


1,500 out from England, we put on rafts 
for the balance." 


A big ocean steamer carries a whole 


fleet of lifeboats. Here is the list of the 
boats corried by one of the German 
steamers: Ten steel boats of a capacity 
of 520 cubic feet each,'two steel boats of 
SbO cubic feet each, twelve collapsible 
hnats ot 304 cubic feet each and two 
wooden ones of 124 and 135 cubic feet re- 
spectively. The cubic capacity of a boat 
is of interest because upon that depends 
the number of persons it can carry. Ac- 
cording to the law in this country, the 
carrying capacity of a lifeboat on an 
ocean vessel is found by multiplying the 
cubic capacity by six: and dividing the re- 
sult by ten. According to this rule, each 
of the largest steel boats above mentioned 
would be allowed to carry thirty-one pas- 
sengers. As a matter of fact, they are ex- 
pected to carry fifty or sixty. 


The lifeboats are always ready for use. 


They are not elaborately stocked, but 
each one carries' a certain list of articles 
etowed away so as to economize space as 
much as possible. Each boat contains 
two casks of water, a case of ship biscuit, 
nine oars, extra oarlocks, sail and mast, 
fireworks for making signals of distress, 
lamps, oil, boat compass, axes, rope lad- 
ler with wooden rungs, bailers and plugs 
for stoppinig leaks. 


The shipping regulations in this coun- 


try require an annual inspection- of steam- 
ers which "must be made only on written 
application" by the owner, master or au- 
thorized agent. Our shipping laws are 
modeled on those of Great Britain, but in 
this respect are considerably less rigor- 
ous. We have no inspector to see that 
there is a fire drill or that the life sav- 
ing appliances are ever tested, except 
once a y.ear "on written application." 
The certificate then issued is good until 
the next annual inspection. As for the 
drills, there is a law requiring them to 
take place once a week, and the fact that 
the drills are held to be entered in the log- 
book. Excellent law. If the drill ia al- 
ways held amd recorded and the busy in- 
spector looks through the logbook for the 
whole year and satisfies himself that it is 
all there, then the excellent law is most 
excellently observed. 


Here is the British regulation for the 


inspection of steamers carrying passen- 
gers from British ports: "A ship shall not 
clear outward or proceed to sea on any 
voyage unless she has been surveyed un- 
der direction of the immigration officer at 
the port of clearance, but at the expense 
of tiie owner or charterer thereof, by 
two or more competent surveyors, to be 
appointed, etc.- The survey shall be made 
before-a<yr portion of the cargo is taken 
on board, except ,so much as may be 
necessary for ballasting the ship and such 
portion, if laden on board, shall be shifted 
if required by the surveyors." 


While the proportion of passengers lost 
at sea is remarkably small, the propor- 
tion of those who die at sea is still small- 
er. Obscure persons unaccompanied by 
friends are recommended not to shuffle off 
their mortal coil on shipboard unless they 
have a fancy for being buried at sea. 
Steerage passengers who die—and they 
form the majority of those who do—are 
always buried at sea and in very short 
order too. 


In the case of cabin passengers it all 


depends on circumstances. All steamers 
carry one special coffin, but as a general 
thing only one. This can be hermetically 
sealed and would be used for bringing 
into port the body of Any one of especial 
consequence or of any one accompanied 
by friends who objected to a burial at sea. 


If a man was not well known and was 


unaccompanied by friends, his body 
would aot be carried to port unless'the 
ship was onl# a day or two from landing. 
Tbo steamshfp man who gave tfcis infor- 
mation said it was rather a delicate ques- 
tion whether a corpse had any rights. 
He did not know whether tht friends of 
a person who had been buried at sea 
would have R right to protest because his 
body had nut been brought to them. The 
captain's word is law aboard ship, and if 
he chose to bnry anybody who had died 
he would probably be within his rights.— 
New York Sun.

The 
water in a lake "rocks" as though It were 
a solid mass, bu* slowly, the (urfaco 
changing its leveJ as the meridian of 
the lake alters its direction with regard 
to the moon. It requiref,, however, minute 
observation to detect tlis ticK So small 
is it that the difference betwr.cn high and 
low water in a lake a hundred miles 
broad is little more than an inch. 


In some of the lakes of Switzerland, 


besides the semidiurnal tide, phenomena 
have been observed, califd locally seiches, 
in which tbe whole bo-Jy of water rocks 
or vibrates in twenty minutes or half an, 
hour.—London Telegraph.

INSBLAR LEG- 


ISLATION 


It is natural that in the clianjdn* 


conditions ot national administration 
Involved in the recent facing of insular 
problems new to the country the su- 
preme court should be kept compara- 
tively bu»y outlining the precise Bteps 
by which the government must con- 
duct it» relation* with the island*. Va- 
rious phases of the problem must be 
met and pawed upon as they arise. 
The fact that the court doe* not with 
one sweeping edict outline what would 
b« constitutional and legal in every 
possible contingency seem* to be caus- 
ing undue worry to certain ones who 
would like to see the whole business 
passed upon in one 
comprehensive 


statement. But each phase of tho prob- 
lem auat be mat and answered a* it 


comes, and it may quffe reasonably be 
some years before «very conceivable 
point is cleared up. 


The latest decision* count nominal- 


ly as one verdict for the government 
and one against it. 
In one case the 


court hold that duties on imports to 
this country from the Philippines are 
uriconstiUutfional 
until congress 
by 


legislation shall fix a tariff. In the 
other the judgment is that the Foraker 
act, imposing duties on goods sent into 
Porto Rico from this country, is con- 
Btitutiena]. The 
Philippine decision 


follows the principles of the Porto Ri- 
can decision given some time ago, and 
fixes our present relations with those 
islands on the same terms as our re- 
lations with Porto Rico before the 
Foraker act went into effect. Tl»ere i* 
therefore nothing conclusive as a prec- 
edent in this- 


The present Porto Rican decision, 


however, is of vast importance in de- 
termining the relations between this 
country and the Philippines. It means 
that this government may lawfully 
fix dunes on imports to the Philip- 
pines for thi> purpose of providing for 
the needed revenues of the island. 


The two decisions in substance mean 


that while in the absence of specific 
legislation there must be free trad* 
between the United States and 
the 


Pfoilippli&es, congress has a perfect 
right to legislate for the islands, just 
as if 'it were a congress of the is- 
lands themselves. It will enable the 
administration of the islands to be 
made sQlf-supporting. 


And so, although under one of the 


decisions the government must pay 
back almost two million dollars of 
customs collected, under the other it 
is free to enact wise legislation which 
shall treat the islands as an individual 
government so far as its custom duties 
are concerned.

Some days ago the Transcript an- 


nounced in its news columns that an 
art exhibit wou'd be opened in the city 
today under tfoe auspices of the public 
schools and that half of the proceeds 
would be given to the schools for the 
purpose of school room •fiecorafton, 
with the very definite understanding 
that all of the money thus used should 
be spent with' the company giving the 
exhibit. Yesterday morning- the pu- 
pils of the schools were started out 
selling tickets for the exhibition. 


The object of school room decora- 


tion is a laudable one. The particular 
exhibit of pictures thus advertised by 
the schools by direction of the super- 
intendent happens to be a very good 
one. And yet there are a few things to 
be remembered in connection with such 
an affair. 


The sam,e crafty advertising scheme 


has been successfully worked by the 
same company in 
several 
western 


Massachusetts cities. And in some 
of 
them the citizens are protesting 


vigorously at the method employed. 
The tendency has been, very marked 
of late years, in this city at least, to 
allow many objects the endorsement 
of the superintendent of schools 
an 


endtarseitfent 
that 
when 
ermrtoyed 


through the pupils of the 
schools 


should have a very material influence. 


It is hard, 
in endorsing such a 


thing in such a way, not to give many 
of the pupils an idea that because the 
superintendent endorses it they are 
compelled as a part of the school 
course to patronize it In fact it is 
practically 
impossible. This 
mav 


not seem logical to those who know, 
but is must be remembered that the 
advertising is being carried on through 
the children who have a very high Idea 
of the importance of the superinten- 
dent of schools and his opinions, as is 
right. 
Even 
teachers 
have 
been 


known 'to do things they did not care 
to afford because of similar endorse. 


Than the question, of asking th« 


children to sell tickets to anything but 
their own entertainments is 
some- 


thing that is not generally agreed to be 
wise. The sum involved In the pres- 
ent case is not large, but to many it 
seems a good deal, and while there is 
no compulsion about the purchase of 
tickets, the soliciting is done by the 
children whose first request to buy is 
of their parents, and next of friends 
who dislike to refuse. 


The fact that the superintendents of 


other cities have done the same thing 
should not always bo allowed 
to 


guide local actian. The fact that the 
pictures are excellent ones should not 
be allowed to involve local schools in 
what is merely a clever advertising 
scheme on the part of the company 
sending it. The fact that the cause is 
a worthy one should not allow im- 
proper methods to be used. 


A similar plan not quite three years 


ago served to 
equip many of 
the 


school rooms with pictures. And it is 
an easy way to provide them. 
But 


there is serious doubt as to whether It 
la the wisest way.

That Brought Retribution

Crimmofogists say that the greatest ter- 


ror that afflicts that fraction of humanity 
suffering from an uneasy conscience ia 
•not dread Pf the police by any means nor 
{awe of any other acknowledged enemy of 
law defiers. 


What the criminal dreads is sleep. 
Sleep is, it appears, the friend of the 


righteous only. To men with the knowl- 
edge of dark deeds stored withiu them 
sleep is the most treacherous of foes. The 
countless poems that have been written 
in praise of, it very naturally appear as so/ 
much cold blooded mockery to such as are 
in hourly dread of betraying themselves 
under its influence. 


< An untold numbnr of crimes have been 
confessed by their perpetrators during 


I sleep. Is it any wonder that those con- 
. scious of irregularities of conduct prefer 
to remain a wake? 
, Perhaps the entire history of crime 
contains no more dramatic episode than 
that which occurred some years since in s 
Prussian township. The husband of a 
certain attractive young woman had van 
,isbed in a mysterious manner from his 


• home, and all attempts to trace his 
'whereabouts failed completely. 
Mean- 


time a neighbor called Schmidt, who had 
been devoted to the young wife before 
her marriage, reappeared on the scene 
.and paid her assiduous attentions. So 
successfully did he press his suit that 
'Within a year of his rival's disappearance 
the woman consented to marry him, and 
Ithey were united at the parish church. 
j Now comes the extraordinary sequel. 
'On the second night following the wed- 
ding the newly made bride lay awake, un- 
able to slumber. Presently there came a 
gurgling cry from the sleeping form be- 
side her, and a moment later the man in a 
loud voice proclaimed that he had killed 
the missing husband and had buried the 
body in a neighboring wood. This state- 
ment the sleeper reiterated several times, 
naming the exact spot where the corpse 


j lay interred. 
'"•' 


\ The wife, well nigh mad with terror, 
drank in the confession and next morning 
carried the remarkable story to the police 
bureau. The place named by the sleeper 
was searched, and, sure enough, the body 
of the vanished man was discovered there. 
The murderer was at once arrested and 
brought to his trial,-where he was found 
guilty and sentenced to death. He went 
to the scaffold cool and cynical, having 
been sent there by bis own confession, 
made during sleep. 
i Somewhat similar in several details 
was the case of an Austrian peasant who 
murdered his friend in order that he 
might woo the letter's sweetheart, a girl 
of unusual beauty. All attempts to trace 
the missing man bad failed, and doubtless 
the affair would have remained a mystery 
to the end of time had not the criminal 
signed his own death warrant by confess- 
ing the crime while dozing by the fire in 
a friend's cottage. Bit by bit he de- 
scribed the incidents of the terrible affair, 
stating that he had destroyed his vic- 
tim's body by fire. 
v- 
• i 


i Horrified by this awful- confession, the 
friend immediately went=out and sought 
a magistrate, to whom he • confided the 
singular record. The man was then ar- 
rested and his cottage searched. Some 
garments and a watch belonging to the 
deceased being found there, his guilt was 
considered half proved, and when placed 
in the dock he mndeV full confession, re- 
peating, in fact, what he had said during 
his slumber. 'The •'scoundrel was sen- 
tenced to death and was eventually exe- 
cuted amid the execrations of the popu- 
lace who had assembled to witness bis 
end. 


Less tragic in tone, but sufficiently in- 


teresting, was the case which occurred, 
not so very long ago. in _ an American 
sleeping car, when a detective, who 
chanced to be occupying a certain lower 
berth, heard the sleeper above him burst 
forth into a long winded confession re- 
garding several jewel'robberies wherein 
he had taken part 
Much impressed by 


the slumbering fellow's words, the official 
kept an eye on him. Further inquiries 
proved that the confession had been an 
exact record of what had taken place. 


i Many years ago a Liverpool common 
lodging house was the scene of a sleeping 
criminal's confession. The room was oc- 
cupied by himself and one other, a young 
sailor, who was on his "beam ends" and 
well nigh penniless for want* of a ship. 
While the sailor was lying awake, con- 
templating his dire position, he suddenly 
beard a curious and ghastly laugh issue 
from his room companion's lips. 
The 


laugh was followed by a long and ram- 
bling description of a murder he had com- 
mitted in a suburb of Liverpool, and so 
horrible were the details uttered by the 
unconscious tongue that the sailor came 
near to fainting with terror. 


However, he mastered his emotion } 


and, having assumed some clothing, crept 
down stairs and informed the landlord of 
what had occurred. The latter at once 
fetched a policeman, who accompanied 
him to the bedroom, where the constable 
immediately recognized the sleeper as the 
man "wanted" for the crime in question. 
He was. of course, arrested, and at the 
trial which followed he was found guilty 
nod sentenced to death. As for the sailor, 
lie came in for a considerable reward 
•>om the murdered man's reiatives.' 


A Russian woman while fast asleep in 
he hut of a shepherd, where she bad 
.ikon refuge from a heavy snowstorm, 
nnfessed to having killed no fewer than 
PVPB infants intrusted to her charge, 
be shepherd's wife overheard the terrl- 
>le admission and caused the woman to 
t> detained Investigations proved beyond 
II doubt that her unconscious lips bad 
noken absolute truth, and she was sent 
o penal servltnde for life. 


Perhaps one of the most extraordinary 
ises of a crime revealed during sleep 
\-as that of a Polish peddler who had 
ulled a merchant on the road to Odessu 
nd robbed him of a huge sum. The con- 
tusion wa!> made while the criminal was 
lozing on a sledge and was. of course, 
vorhpard by the driver thereof. 
The 


nrronncss of the snowclad landscape arid 
ho speed at which the sled was traveling 
uldpd to the \vrii-ilness of the confession, 
tnd as! a result of thp same and of investi- 
..unions which followed it the peddler was 
convicted and condemned to lifelong im-

Trains over the Boston and Albany 


have been interfered with but little. 


Superintendent Nary and his work- 


men were out all night, and the result 
has been excellent service today, con- 
ditions considered, on the street rail- 
way. The plow was kept for the most 
part on the WiPiamstown line, but 
cars were kept moving all night, and 
but for an accident on the Adams 
line early this morning there would 
have been littte delay in the early 
morning hours.

Mountain climbing is a craft which has 


a twofold object— the attainment of the 
point which it is desired to reach and the 
•voidance of accident in so doing. The 
first is gained by skill, the second by pru- 
dence and experience. 
Accidents are 


caused either by things falling upon the 
climber or by the climber himself falling. 


When I speak of accidents, I mean 


practically unavoidable misfortunes. More 
than half the deaths that annually occur 
on the Alps are caused by neglect of the 
most rudimentary precautions and are not 
properly accidents. 
True Alpine acci- 


dents are those which occur in spite of 
foresight and precaution. They have al- 
ways been few, and when the continually 
increasing number of climbers is reckoned 
they may be said to decrease rather than 
increase in frequency. 


The things that by falling upon a climb- 


ing party may produce fatal results are 
rocks, ice and snow. All rock mountains 
are falling to pieces— some faster than 
others— under the alternate frost aad 
thaw. Water trickles into cracks on a 
warm day. At night it freezes and in 
freezing expands. It thus acts like a 
wedge 10 widen the cracks and tear rocks 
asunder. 
Thus the whole face of most 


rock mountains is cumbered with loose 
stories balanced on ledges to fall when the 
least impulse is applied. 
One stone in 


motion staits others and they in turn many 
more. In this manner a whole rock face 
may be swept by myriads of falling rocks 
of all shapes and sizes. Such falls are 
fairly common on the east face of the 
Matterhorn. That is why the route fol- 
lowed up it keeps as close as possible to 
the edge of the face. 


Rock faces are usually furrowed with 


tracks called gullies and couloirs, worn by 
the stones falling down them. If a gully 
is straight, stones generally fall down th" 
middle of it, and the sides may be chmbtd 
in comparative safety. 
Some faces of 


rock are less liable to be stone swopt than 
others. An experienced climber knows 
the signs of danger. When there is much 
recently fallen snow on a rock face, stones 
do not fall so often as when the snow is 
all melted away. A good climber boars 
all these facts in mind and knows what 
to look out for. 


As with stones, so with ice. It does 


not fail anywhere and anyhow. It has 
its habits, which may be learned by ob- 
servation. Except in the lower part of a 
glacier ice seldom appears on the surface. 
People talk vaguely of ice when tb^y 
mean hard frozen snow. Where a glacier 
descends a very steep and uneven slope 
it breaks up into great lumps of ice, 
which ore called seracs. 
Seraos often 


tumble, but seldom in the early part of 
the day. It is generally easy to perceive 
whether a given serac is ready to fall or 
whether it is firm. A well chosen route 
avords the truck where the serac may be 
expected to fall. The crests of some nar- 
row snow ridges are fringed with an 
overhanging wave of ice, tailed a cornice. 
Cornices grow slowly by accretion of 
gnowflakes. When they become too big, 
they fall, arid woe to the man on whom 
they fall! The wise maa does not pass 
under a great cornice. 


FaLmg snow is called a snow ava- 


Jancbe. 
Snow avalanches only fall in 


easily recognizable tracks. Most of them 
fall in springtime, before climbing be- 
gins. The summer avalanches fall nfter 
fresh snow has accumulated during bad 
weather. Avalanches, however, seldom 
fall on climbers. Usually an accident is 
caused by the climbing party starting an 
avalanche. Professor Tyndall nearly lost 
his life in chis way. He was crossing a 
steep slope of snow in the afternoon, aft-- 
er it had been softened by hot sunshine. 
It cracked across, and the whole surface 
^a foot deep or so— slid down, carrying 
his party with it. By good luck they es- 
caped from the rear of the avalanche be- 
fore reaching the edge of a cliff, over 
which it fell. A prudent climber avoids 
crossing rotten saow slopes that are &toep. 


Most accidents, however, are caused by 


falls from rocks, iee or snow. 
Careful 


climbers seldom fall from rocks. 
They 


do not undertake ascents that are beyond 
the skill of their party. If the guides are 
good enough for the particular climb, £jvo 
of them will render any tolerable climber 
safe by proper use of the rope. While 
they are moving he keeps still. When 
he moves, they remain firmly planted and 
draw in the rope as he advances. If he 
slips, they easily hold him. 


A fall from ice is less easy to check. 


The dangerous places are steep slopes of 
real ice — hard blue ice like the surface of 
a frozen pond set up at an angle. Steps 
cut in such material are themselves quite 
ehppery. If a slope of this kind is very 
long and takes perhaps hours to ascend, 
the time comes when carelessness in foot- 
ing or balance may lead to a slip. If the 
man ahead is immediately above the one 
who slips, he can hold him easily, but if 
the ascent, a« is probable, is being inad« 
diagonally, a slip is more difficult to ar- 
rest, and the whole party will be in great 
peril. 


From slopes or ridges of snow men are 


not likely to fall unless they are over- 
thrown by a sudden blast of storm, as 
has happened once or twice. Even then 
a fall may be arrested by using the as 
as a' brake if the surface of the suow be 
not too hard frozen. The chief danger on 
snow is that you may fall through it into 
• hidden crevasse. It sometimes hap 
pens after a fresh fall of snow tbat a 
crevasse is completely covered up so that 
not a sign of it can be perceived even bj 
the most experienced eye. 
Against this 


peril, however, there is one certain pro 
tection. It is the rope, rightly used. li 
the members of a party are joined, as 
above the snow line they always should 
be, by a good rope firmly knotted round 
the waist of each, with a distance of from 
fen to fifteen feet between a man and bis 
neighbor, and if the rope be not allowed 
to dangle on th* ground, it will be a mat- 
ter of indifrcreJice whether oiie falls into 
a crevasse or not. 
Before he is mou 


than waist deep the rope will hold him 
and he will be able to scramble out witli 
out difficulty or damage. — Sir Mailin 
Conway in London Mail.

that 'of the stage is probably tbe only one 
which can boast that a busy postoffice is 
maintained for its exclusive benefit. To 
those few laymen who know of this of- 
fice's existence it is bnown as "the Ac- 
tors/ postoihce." Tu the members of the 
profession, for which ii is intended, it is 
kno<nn far and -nide as "The Mirror." 
No other letters but those intended for 
members of the theatrical profession are 
received at this postoffice, and a most 
rigid censorship is exercised. Outsiders 
and schemers who might try to use the 
office for their own purposes would fail 
ai the outset, for their missives would be 
promptly sent to the general delivery. 


The actors' po&tonice was established 


many years ago in a corner of the oflice 
of The Dramatic Mirror, a newspaper de- 
voted to the affairs of stageland. It has 
never been a very large office, but its 
business and importance to its clients 
have both increased to such an extent 
that it is now a recognized and necesbary 
institution. It is also one of the busiest 
Httle offices in the United States, for 
nowadays no actor or actress* troubles U> 
give a private address. It is taken for 
granted that all correspondents know 
that the easiest and quickest method of 
s'ending a letter to a theatrical person is 
to send it to The Mirror office. 


In this way the little office has became 


the clearing house for all theatrical cor- 
respondence. 
Most traveling theatrical 


companies furnish a printed route list, 
with the name of each town and the date 
at which each theater will fte_ visited dur- 
ing the season, accompanied in each in- 
stance by the date. 
Thus the actor's 


friends know where and when to write to 
him at all times during the season. It 
happens sometimes that an acquaintance 
is not sure of the route, and this is where 
the little postoffice comes in. The letter is 
sent in care of The Mirror, which pub- 
lishes each week a list of all lettets re- 
ceived. These are held until called for or 
sent for. An actor who is playing in San 
Francisco, for 
example, will glance 


through tbe letter list and, finding his 
name there, will send a stamp to the 
postmistress, who will forward his letter 
to any place on his route, according to 
instructions. 


If a theatrical manager wishes to com- 


municate with an actor whose address he 
does not know, he sends the letter through 
The Mirror, feeling sure that it will leach 
him through that medium. Thus the lit- 
tle postmistress is kept busy, while many 
amusing incidents occur just outside her 
iron grating. She might tell some sad 
stories, too, if she were so minded, of let- 
ters that never came and humorous anec- 
dotes of the pompous demeanor of some 
players who come to inquire for letters 
with as tragic a mien as though tLey 
were enacting a scene from "Hamlet." 
Pathetic is the daily recurring call of the 
actor who, in answer to an inquiry, lisa 
written to tell some manager "the lowest 
salary for which I shall play the part" 
rid who hopes to be signed and returned. 
Each day he peers inquiringly thiou^h 
the grating, at first with easy self as;,ur- 
ance, lien more wistfully, as no reply la 
had. 
At !s.si tbe poor fellow is forced to 


•'coa'lder iii?nc» a polite negative," and 
he retires crestfallen and disappointed.— 
Brooklyn Eagle.

Michael Welch, alias Dani*l Leary, to 
the insane asylum will be ready for 
delivery in time for his committment 
to that institution on Friday. He win 
be taken" to Bridgewater by Sheriff Ful 
I«r himself, a son of the man whom 
Leary killed and by him delivered to 
the officers. He will inform the au- 
thorities of the institution of the char- 
acter of the man and also his liabil- 
ity to attack guards and 
keepers. 


Leary has quite a record in this di- 
rection in prisons where he has serv- 
ed. While the general sentiment of 
the community and especially of the 
jail officers does not coincide ..with that 
of the experts as to the insanity of 
Leary, nevertheless tbf- decision is ac- 
cepted with considerable satisfaction,- 
as Berkshire did not care for the no- 
toriety of a murder trial. 


Some of the jurors drawn were found 


to be relative^ of either the murder- 
ed man or Sheriff Fuller, or Lawyer 
Lewis, while Mr. Boasidy of West 
Stovkbridgf, who was also drawn, is 
the inan whom Leary assaulted and 
for which offense he was serving sen- 
tence at the time he committed the 
crime.

RULE FOR COLLEGE AMAFEURS 


Stricter Requirements for Baseball 


Men Adopted by College Conference 


The college conference, at its an- 


nual meeting In Chicago Friday,-drew 
the Wne of amateurism harder than 
ever before. First of all summer base- 
ball for college men is absolutely for- 
bidden. 
This removes the most fre 


quent source of temptation to steps 
from the path of strict amateurissm. 
The rule is as follows:— 


No student shall be eligible to 


compete on a college team who pjays 
in a so-called amateur, semi profes 
sional baseball team where gate money 
is charged or where purses, prizes or 
premiums are offered." 


This will stop a lot of college ath- 


letes who have been picking up easy 
money every summer. There are a lot 
of then and it is hard to find a college 
where there is not an .athlete who has 
made money this way. Several promi- 
nent college athltetes could be named 
in this connection who are not consid- 
ered eligible. 
Another, "< Drastic rule 


states that no college student 
shall 


be al'ta^ved to play more than 
four 


yeai£ in the aggregate in football. 


Perhaps the most important thing 


of all, however, was the decision that 
the rules of the conference shall be 
binding on every college, sixty days 
oeing allowed for the rejection of the 
rules by any board of control. In case 
there is such a rejection, the rules 
shall go over until the next meeting 
and then, if the college again rejects 
them, it shall be expelled from the 
conference.

TO A MEETING OF CREDITORS 


F. R. Shaw Handled the Tax Collection 


Case of Adams in Effective Way 


at the New York Meeting. 


Holds First Claim 


Lawyer F. R. Shaw of Adams, wHo 


went to New York as a representa- 
tive of his town and in -it® interests 
attended a meeting of the creditors 
of the Mannessmann tube works, Has 
returned and has every reason to be- 
lieve that the to\\n will soon ieceive 
the $10.000 owed it for taxes by the 
Company. 


The meeting was held in the office 


of Referee Peter B. Olney, brother of 
Ex-Attorney General Olney, who serv- 
ed under Cl&v&land. It was attended 
by Lawyer W;lliams, Emil Kipper, Er- 
nest Hill, George F. Sayles and others, 
representing the bondholders. 


According to reports there was an 


effort on the part of bondholders to 
have the property put up at private 
sale and then they would bid it in at a 
low flguiie and so defeat most of :he 
creditors. Mr. Shaw opposed a private 
sale and insisted that, unless a good 
substantial offer was made and one 
*"hat would satisfy the creditors, the 
property be sold at public auction. He 
moved that the trustee, 
Nathaniel 


Smith, receive bids in private but that 
he make a report of the same at an 
adjourned meeting to be held Decem- 
ber 23. His motion was carried. If 
at the adjourned meeting no bid is sat- 
isfactory the property will be legally 
advertised for sale. 


The bondholders hav3 claims amount 


ing to $400,000 and the town of Adams' 
claim is only for $10,000. Lawyer Wil- 
liams asked_if the above amount was 
not incorrect. He intimated that two 
years taxes would be uncollectable be- 
cause they had been allowed to run, 
but Lawyer Shaw was" sustained when 
he said that Tax Collector Burdick of 
Adams had tried to collect the taxes 
by a forced sale and had advertised 
the property, when an injunction was 
placed enjoining the collector 
from 


making Che sale. On this account the 
statutory lien failed to operate. 


Lawyer Shaw shawed whetre lh« 


bill for taxes superseded those of bond- 
holders and said unless the bill was 
paid he would file a motion to dis- 
solve the injunction and 
thought it 


would cause the town to send witness- 
es to New York it would be done. 


However, it is the opinion of the 


town counsel that a satisfactory Bet- 
tlement will be reached shortly and th» 
•own will receive all that Is due it. 
Layer Shaw 
also 
represented the 


Pennsylvania steel company which has 
a claim of $4500. His work on the case 
is certainly pleasing to the town as 
he showed the best of judgment.
